Claims 61-78 are allowed.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 61, the prior 
art reference Lee teaches client and server IP service to mobile node according to 
mapping table data. Admitted prior art, disclosed the communication pass between 
layers and encapsulation. However, Lee does not teach how each data unit is traversed 
to next layer accordingly. The reference art does not teach to avoid encapsulation and 
speed up the data process. Prior arts fail to teach the detail steps of communication 
which is established between the client-service module and server service module at 
OS! Layer 7. Payload of first data is sent from client-service module to the server- 
service module. Therefore, combination of the reference Lee and admit art does not 
teach the inventive step of the claim. The subject -matter of independent claims 61 and 
72 are regarded as inventive over the cited prior arts.
